G R A N T G R E F. N , A uditor. 
In justice to ourselves and the Reporter of 
the decisions of the Court of Appeals, we feel 
constrained to make some allusion to the fore- 
going report of the Auditor. If the design of 
those who called forth the report lie to show 
that the Public Printer and Reporter are paid 
more than a reasonable price for their ser- I 
vices, we shall show by a very brief state- 
ment of the facts that such is not the case. ! 
The cost of fitting up our office to do the pub- 
lic printing — the printing material and ma- , 
chincry — is about $15,000. Other expenses 
to present date, being for the employment of 
hands and other contingencies, is alsmt $10,- 
000; making altogether our expenditures, 
since we came into office, about the sum of 
$25,000. The Auditors Report shows that 
we have received, in eighteen months, $14,- 
UN in all. Our newspaper yields us no profit. 
AVc are compelled to keep a large quantity of 
material and machinery and a strong force of 
hands constantly on hand ready to do work 
at a moment's warning. We have hitherto 
not had as large an amount of public printing 
to do as our predecessor in office, but we hojic i 
for better things in the future. 

We have so far l>een able to steer our way 
by the aid of kind friends, and job work which 
we have been able to do for those who have 
favored us with their patronage. Amongst 
these lias been the printing of the decisions of i 
the Court of Appeals for the present reporter. 1 
As to the cost of his work to the State, it might 
seem at first blush to be large, but it will be 
seen that it is ono dollar ]»er volume less than 
the last volume of his predecessor; and wh- n 
the facts are known it will be manifest to eve- 
ry one that he works for the State for as little 
compensation as any officer in it in any posi- 
tion requiring equal skill and labor. Wo have 
seen enough to know that it is a laborious of- 
fice. It is no light task to prepare the work 
for publication, including the examination of 
records, the preparation of the briefsof counsel, 
and notes upon the decisions, indexes, &c, be- 
sides superintending the publication, proof 
reading, &c, of the work. The reporter fur- 
nishes his own office and stationery. He pays 
for the paper upon which the volume is print- 
ed, as well as for the printing and binding of 
it, and runs all risk of its destruction or injury 
before it is delivered to the State, and can draw- 
no money from the treasury until the Judges 
of the Court of Appeals certify that it meets 
their approbation. We know this of our own 
personal knowledge, that the printing, paper, 
and binding of the 1st volume of Metcalfe's 
Reports cost the reporter within $800 of the 
amount he received from the State Treasury 
for the 387 volumes furnished by him to the I 
State. The State must have the work, and 
must of necessity have an officer to prepare ! 
and publish it, and as we have shown, the time 
and skill and labor of the Reporter only costs 
the State about $800 per annum. 

It is manifest that if the State were to pur- 
chase of him several thousand volumes, in- 
stead of a few hundred, that he could afford 
to furnish them at a greatly reduced price — 
less than half the present cost — but the State, 
it is easily seen, would not be the gainer by 
the movement. The truth is, the Public 
Printer and Reporter are about the only State 
officers who have not offices furnished them 
by the State, and who are required to make 
heavy outlays of money and material before 
they receive a dollar from the treasury. 

We make no objection to the pay of any 
other oflicer. In truth we know of no official 
from Governor down who is too liberally paid 
The State wants her work we'll done, and, 
thank God, she is both willing and able to pay 
a living price to those who render services for 
her. 



The Funeral of .Hani ulay. 

[Louduu Correspondence of the Manchester Guar- 
dian.] 

London, Jan. 10, lPCO. 
I have just returned from Westminster Abbey, 
I where the mortal remains of Thomas Babinpton 
: Macaul.iy have just been laid, in au honored grave, 
! among the great men whose lives and labors he 
1 has helped to appreciate as ciitic, essayist, orhis- 
; torian. 

There could not have been one thousand per 
! sons present in the Abbey to-day; and yet, small 
as that number seems, how few of our nmst eon- 
■ spieuous names in the senate, in law, in literat jre, 
the arts, the sciences, w ere wanting? Standing 
| on the altar steps, and looking on the south Iran- 
| sepl — diagonally divided by the barrier that sep- 
arated the spectators from The grave, and so avail- 
able lor but hall its narrow space — while waiting 
! for the funeral procession to approach by the side 
: door on the south side of the nave, one could not 
I but be struck with the affluence of distinguished 
men present on this occasion. 

Take that group of lawyers — one of many such 
— it comprises the thoughtful hsjsdof Page Wood 
in conversation with the Master of the Rolls; 
Charles Austin, the greatest parliamentary coun- 
sel of our time; Lord Cranworth and Mr. Justice 
Willes. Within arm's length is the full blown 
face of Mr. Edwin Jones, and around him a half 
dnzen of Queen's Counsel and Sergeants less 
known to fame, but all famous too. 

And there is Baron Van de Weyer, in eager 
talk with Mr. Pani/.zi, the burly librarian of the 
British Museum; Dr. Hawtrey, Lord BrOUghtOD, 
Lord Montagle.and LcrdBelper; Professor iiwen. 
Sir Roderick Murcbison, Dr. Darwin, and Mr. 
Charles Manby, Secretary of the Civil Engineers' 
Society | Sir John Lawrence and Lord Stanley. 
And there is a group of members of Parliament 
— Mr. MUssey, Mr. Etardeastle, Mr. Baines, Mr. 
John Locke, Mr. Ewart, Mr. Tile, Mr. Thomas 
Haukey, and others too numerous to mention — 
Mr. Monckton Milnes and Mr. Cardwell are i.ot 
in the transept. There is the refined and studious 
face of George Grote — conspicuous by hi? stat- 
ure; and near him the Rev. Charles Merivalc, 
the historian of Rome, and Mr. Henry Reeve, 
editor of the Edinburgh Review. Those two 
stalwart sons of Anak overtopping the crowd by 
the head and broad shoulders are Mr. Higgins 
(t!:e "Jacob Omnium" of the Times) , and Mr. 
Thackeray, conspicuous for his snow-white hair 
and kindly sad face. I do not see Mr. Ditkecs, 
but he must be in the crowd Charles Knight is 
here; his first visit, he tells his companions, to 
the Abbey for such a ceremonial since Canning's 
funeral; and here are the great publishers, Long- 
man aud Murray, and their brethren, Beotly, and 
Parker, and Chambers — mixed with the Acade 
mleiaas Dycc, and Ward, and Cooke. I see Bar- 
on Marochetti, and there are foreigners too — not 
a few — of all ranks and -races — from such celebri- 
ties as General Klapka and Ferdinand Freiligratb, 
to an unknown negro gentleman, who looks on 
reverently and alone, to the disgust, perhaps, of 
those Americans who edge away from his neigh- 
borhood. And, gathered near the altar rails, I 
see a group of the permanent civil servants of 
the Ciown — Mr. Herman Menrale, under secrets- , 
ry for the Colonies, and Mr. Waddington, assist- 1 
and homo secretary, conspicuous among them. — 
As a link between the civil service and literature, 
I may select Mr. Tom TayLr, whom I see in 
close conversation with the late and the present 
masters of Harrow — Dr. Vaughan and Mr. Mon- 
tague Butler. 

But I have not time to dwell longer on the 
many familiar faces and figures in the crowd. 
The organ is pealing the music of that sublime 
chant, "1 know that my Redeemer liveth;" and, 
from the altar-rails, where I stand, my eye takes 
in the whole sweep of the nave, through the door 
of the carved choir screen. The procession has 
entered now. In front, the old bedesmen, in 
their black gowns, totter along, in two ranks, 
followed by the chanting choir, and behind, the 
ministering clergy of ihe Abbey, and over their 
heads, ill the moaty winter light, nods the plum- 
ed canopy borne before the coffin, fl inked by the 
craped batons of the marshals. 1 know that the 
coffin is behind, though I can but seethe Bkirts 
of the pall . borne by the Lord Chancellor, the! 
Duke of A rgvle, Lord John Russell, Lord Shel- | 
burne, Lord Stanhope, Sir David Dur.das. and the j 
venerab'e dean of St. Paul's; that down bent and < 
feeble old man little thought ever to follow to' 
the grave his friend and literal-;- associate, so 
young, and apparently so vigorous. 

And now the coffin halts under the doorway ot 
the fihoif — the choristers, ard the Dean sad Suit 
dean, and Canons, and the mourners, and the 
pall-bearers, have taken their places — and tin 
sweet and solemn words of St. Paul have been 
read, and again Ihe organ has rolltd out the mas- 
sive music of Spohr's "Blessed are the dead that 
die trusting in the Lord." Once more the coffin 
is lifted up, and, turning aside to the right, by the 
southern aisle, the sad procession « ends its way — 
the choir chanting Purcell's pathetic onthem. 
"Man i hat is born of woman" — amid ft gradual 
swaying ol the crowd nearer and uoirer to the 
barriers, and a standing ou tip-toe, stool, or bench, 
or lectern, or any foothold that may aid the sight. 
And now the Dean has taken Lis place at tht 
head of the grave, the Sub dean at the foot, th< 
coffin has been lowered into its ri sting-place, tht 
earth flung upon the lid, dust has been assigned t 
dust, and ashes to ashes, amid sorrow, mute oi 
loud, hidden or visible, while a sad sweet Handel 
ian chant — 

His body Is buried in prnce. 

But his name liveth for evermore," 

attunes nil hearts to the solemn mood that befits 
the occasion. 

All is over. The mourners have looked their 
last -'and gone home in their sorrow. The pall- 
bearers, the ministers and nobles, the Vicer y 
and Secretary for Ireland, the Home and Foreign 
Secretaries, ami the others who have stood by 
their side near the grave during the ceremonial, 
■re pausing back throegfl the crowded aisle; and 
the solemn strain of the "Dead March in Saul'' 
makes a fitting accompaniment for the long line 
of hushed spectators that now defile from th< 
transept and the choir, to cast a parting glance at 
Macaulay'scofSn i.i its honored grave.

to business. 

Mr. Niblack wanted to know, if the resolu- 
tion was adopted, who was to carry it to the Sen- 
ate?

An ' view of Col. Harney. 

The Manchester Guardian, of January 10, in 
the course of an editorial on President Buchan- 
an's Message, thus speaks of the treatment the 
San Juan affair received in that documrnt: 

"We sec nothing to desire except that it could 
have been found compatible with official pride 
and with the popu'ar feeling to acknowledge, in I 
frank terms, that the conduct of the redoubtable 
Harney had been such as to call down on thai I 
worthy the repudiation and correction of his su- 
periors. That this is really the American gov- 
ernment's estimate of its blustering General's j 
merits in the transaction -ve cannot hesitate to' 
infer from premises of Mr. Buchanan's own lay- i 
ing down. The sou; d principle lie p escribes is 
that 'the right to the island ought to be settled 
before either party should attempt to exclude 
the other by force, or exercise complete and ex- 
clusive sovereignly within the fairly disputed 
limits.' Such were the instructions which Gen. 
Scott took out to the scene of action, and by the 
application of which a wanton effusion of b'ood 
is lo be avoided. To admit the moral fitness of J 
this rule of conduct, and the obligation by treaty 
to observe it, is certainly tantamount to pro- 
nouncing by implication a very severe censure on 
the officer who ventured to posssess himself of 
the contested territory by a coup de main, which 
his government has since thought proper to re-, 
tract. But just in proportion as ihe import of 
these withdrawals is indisputable, so we think it 
would have been for the dignity and credit of the 1 
administration at Washington that it should be 
openly and graciously confessed. Snuiinait--, ' 
however, d:fiVr on these subjects — or rather, per- 
haps, the difference is in the liberty to express 
sentiments which all men of good sense nnd feel ' 
in^ must entertain. We are glad that no con- i 
sidieraUoo has deterred Mr. Buchanan from ren- 
tiering a handsome tribute to ihe forbearance ; 
and discretion of the British Admiral, to whose 
conscientious reluctance to use the overpowering 
force at his disposal we are indebted for the 
prospect of an amicable solution of the question, 
if not an escape from war."

By the Secretary of State, was received, an- 
nouncing that his Excellency had signed and ap 
proved a hill for the beucfit of Q. C. Shanks, of 
Ohio county.

Was received, announcing the titles of a Sen- 
ate bill an l resolutions concurred in by ihe House;

the House refused to concur in.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE. 

Mr. LEACH, a member of the House, report- 
ed the titles of several bills passed by the House. 

ORDERS Or THE OAV. 

(TAn act to repeal an act prohibiting the import- 
ation of slaves into this Commonwealth. 

Mr. READ resumed his remarks, which were 
cut off yesterday by the hour of adjournment. — 
He began bv apologizing for consuming so much 
of the time of the Senate, and thanked Senators 
lor their forbearance and kindness. His remarks 
were different from those he intended to deliver a 
lew days ago. He was compelled to changethem 
in order to reply to the Senator from Union. He 
apprehended no danger to our slave property by 
the repeal of this law. The opponents of the bill 
under consideration assert that persons can, under 



the existing laws, import slaves from Virginia or 
elsewhere. So they can. But they are compell- 
ed to take an oaih that they will hidd such slaves 
for live years. If a man, under the present law, 
purchases and imports a slave that proves to be 
diseased or vicious, he hlieemeeltetf to keep such 
slave for five years. Is there justice in this? — 
He apprehends not. He recurred to the Slade 
resolution, which, he contended, was, in effect and 
meaning, a prohibition of the importation of 
slaves into the District of Columbia, as the law 
of 1833 is a nrolubition of the importation of 
s aves into Kentucky. Upon the statute book* 
of Kentucky is a law, identical in meming with 
this law which the abolitionists attempted to fas- 
ten upon the District of Columbia; a law which 
he was endeavoring to reneal, and he was sorry 
that Senators upon this floor, nat vvs ol the South, 
and representatives ol slaveholding constituencies 
were arrayed in opposition to the repeal of this 
law. 

He then reverted to and reviewed the history 
of the slavery question in American politics. At 
the beginning, the faction opposed to slavery Wei 
small and insignificant — "no bigirer than a mill's 
hand." The result of the Presidential contest of 
1856 had shown usthat this small faction had grown 
into a huge and formidable party in this country 
— the :'iit ->t. ivory nominee having -eceived over 
one million votes. He was fearful that this feel- 
ing had crossed the Ohio, and was diffusing itself 
among Keniuckians. He then referred to the 
Auditor's Report, and presented figures showing 
the decrease of slavis and the value of slave 
property in sundry counties bordering upon the 
Ohio, and contiguous thereto. He then read, 
from the same authority, stati^ics showing the 
increase of the same property, and the in 
crease in its value, in the interior counties of 
the Slate. Strange to say, he found the principal 
opponents to his bill in Senators representing those 
communities where slave property and its value 
was decreasing yearly. When did they get the 
power to say that a man shall keep his slave for 
five years. It is Iho demand of un aristocracy. 
He desired to build up the institution of slavery 
by inviting the increase of slaves. He desired to 
remove all restrictions. The opponents of the 
i repeal of litis law had asserled that it was the 
', 9lave traders who were clamoiing for the repeal 
) of this law. That is not so. He had conversrd 
i yesterday evening with a prominent slave trader 
of this State, who assured lum that he was op 
! posed to the repeal of this law, because his prW 
1 its would thereby be cut off. It was the people, 
i and not the slave traders who demanded the re 
, peal of this law. It mutt be repealed, or the in 
j stiiution of slavery must go down never to rise 
again. The Senator from Union is acting in op 
position to the exami le ol his pre leeeeeor, in 
o ppoi-ition to the wishes of h s oonatltuencTi in 
opposition to the wishes of the people of Ken 
lucky. The existence uC the Institution depends 
upon the repeal of this law. He believed it was 
Ordained of Heaven — a blessing to the black race, 
and a benefit to the white. The whole argu- 
ment of the opponents of repeal ami that it would 
bring vicious and diseased slaves into the State. 
He met that with the law it.- elf, which compels 
one to keep such slaves. 

He concluded bv thanking the Senate for their 
kind and patieni attention. 

Mr PENNEBAKER intended to reflect the 
will of his Constituents y voting against the re- 
peal of this law. He • id not believe there were 
live men in hisdistrict who desired its repeal. 

The question being upon Mr. HliWlU'l amend- 
ment, 

Mr. ClSSELL desiring to replv to Mr. Read, 
and feeling loo indisposed to do so to-day, de- 
sired to have the further consileralion of the bill 
postpone 1 t.ntil Monday. 

Mr. GROVER moved that the further consid- 
i eration of the bill be postponed until 12 o'clock 
on Monday. 

Mr. WALKER presented nn amendment to be 
. read for the information of ihe Senate.
